U. S. Watches Mexican Monopoly 


(By Special Correspondent.) 
WASHINGTON, D.C., Oct. 10.—Accord- 


ing to advices received in Washington the 
Standard Oil Company has recently made 
some very large purchases of oil lands in the 
vicinity of Tampico, Mexico, where, it is 
said a refinery will be constructed ostensibly 
operated by the Magnolia Petroleum Com- 
pany, of Texas, any connection with which 
the officials of the Standard Oil have always 
heretofore denied, although several of them 
were indicted in the United States Court 
for the Eastern District of Texas during last 
month, for violations of the Sherman law 
by reason of their connection with the Mag- 
nolia Petroleum Company. 

The purpose of the Standard to use this 
orporation as a means of entering Mexico 
was not known to the government unt! 
very recently and it will now probably form 
the basis for a very thorough investigation 

Meanwhile the Standard has endeavored 
to obtain the control of the Mexican oll 
output through contracts with the interests 
i Lord Cowdrey, the owner of the large 
oil concessions granted by the Diaz gov- 
ernment and Doheny, of the Doheny inter- 
ests. Under the Cowdrey contracts the 
Standard has the right to control practically 

of the crude oil from the wells which 
have been developed on property belonging 
to this interest and as the Doheny opera- 
tions have recently been financed by the 
Standard it is presumed that these interests 
are similarly tied up.

PERRY OBJECTS TO RULES.

“All the main objections are found in th 
provisions for rentals and royalties and { 
drilling In section 19, advance rental is 
provided for, which is similar to our ad 
vance royalty in the Five Civilized Tribes 
[ would have no serious objections to this 
feature if it were not for the very drasti 
penalty provided for failure to drill withn 
the time specified in section 35 The cus 
tomary rule in all other oil fields; that is 
where land is owned by white men, is t 
have a provision in each lease that a wel 
is to be drilled within a specified time o1 
the lease becomes null and void unless the 
lessee thereafter pay a stipulated rental o1 
penalty to the lessor for failure to drill 
This rental is never more than a dollar an 
acre and as the usual farm 1s not large, the 
amount of money per year on each lease 1s 
small. Your regulations, however, provide 
that upon failure to drill a well, the lessee 
not only forfeits his lease, but also becomes 
liable in liquidated damages in the sum of 
two thousand dollars for each and every 
test well which his lease requires him to 
drill. I have yet to find a single responsible, 
experienced operator who would take an 
acre of ground under these regulations un 
less it was absolutely proved up, and you 
know, of course, that only a very few acres 
out of your vast unleased acreage is proved 

ROYALTY TOO HIGH. 

“Section 20 presents three very serious 
objections. In the first place, a royalty of 
sixteen and two-thirds per cent is too high 
It « ught to be twelve and one-half per cent 
Twelve and one-half per cent is the royalty 
in the Five Civilized Tribes, and it used to 
be ten per cent. The customary royalty on 
commercial leases with white men is ten 
and twelve and one-half per cent. You can 
not consider the older part of the Osage as 
any safe precedent in computing the royalty 
that should be paid in the new part of the 
Osage for the reason that conditions vary 
very widely. For example, in the older 
Osage no bonuses were paid, no advance 
rentals, no penalties for not drilling, no 
bonds required, whereas in the new part the 
regulations bristle with bonds, rentals, roy- 
alties and penalties. Moreover, you expect 
to get a bonus for your leases in the new 
part. Then why should you ask more than 
a fair royalty, and anything more than one- 
eighth is absolutely unfair to the operator 


Perry Continues Protest on New. Osage Regulations 


President of Oklahoma Producers’ Association Thinks 
Department Will Have to Make Radical Changes to Get Bids 


The second feature of section 20 that is 
bjectionable is the attempt to fix a mini 
mum price per barrel for the payment of 
royalty. The price of oil in this tield has 
yeen as low as thirty cents per barrel, and 
if the operator has to pay one-sixth royalty 
and pay at the rate of sixty cents for the 
royalty oil, he would not have enough left

pavable at the market price at all times 
OBJECTS TO GAS ROYALTY. 


The third objection to the provisions ot 
section 20 is to the gas royalty. This its an 
bsolutely prohibitive figure. The gas busi- 
ness has developed and prices fixed upon a 
basis of royalties of one hundred and fifty 
dollars per year per well for gas wells. It 
gas companies have to pay sixteen and two- 
thirds per cent of the market value of gas 
as royalty, they will have to revamp their 
schedule of prices to the consumer. The 
customary gas royalty in other states is 
one hundred and fifty dollars per year per 
well. The Oklahoma operators, however, 
have long been accustomed to yielding and 
have agreed to pay a flat royalty of three 
hundred dollars per year per well as long 
as gas was used off the premises. This 
would not necessitate the great expense of 
a meter at each well which your regulations 
provide for. Moreover, the proviso that 
whenever the Osage Council and the Secre- 
tary of the Interior are of the opinion that 
the lessee is not getting enough for his gas, 
they can raise the price so far as the roy- 
alty is concerned, is another feature that 
is extremely unbusinesslike and unnecessary. 
It is safe to say that any man who is in the 
business will know more about how to sell 
vas than either the Osage Council or the 
Secretary of the Interior, and it certainly is 
to his interest to get all he can for it be- 
cause it is his gas. Then why give them the 
right to interfere capriciously or otherwise 
in his business? 

“In section 25 there should be instead of 
the provisions of this section, a simple pro- 
vision that on each subdivision a well was 
to be drilled within one year from the ap- 
proval of the lease or thereafter a rental or 
penalty of one dollar per annum for each 
year the drilling of the well was delayed, 
and some time limit, say five years, should 
be fixed within which, if no well is drilled 
the lease will terminate, ipso facto. This is 
a fair provision to both parties and would 
mean that if the lessee pays his money he

to these complaints has issued the following 
letter, amending their rules: 
DEPARTMENTAL RULING ON GAS 
ACREAGE, RESTRICTED LEASES, 
FIVE CIVILIZED TRIBES. 


In connection with the request of vari-

COLUMBUS, O., Oct. 7.—A few years 
ago the Buckeye Pipe Line Company, a 
Standard Oil subsidiary, came to the con 
clusion that it could upset the state’s ex 
cise tax machinery It has done so, but at 
heavy cost to itself. 

The Buckeye company was one of several 
which balked at payment of the Cole tax 
The defects of this measure were admitted 
by attorneys, including those in the attor 
ney general's office. But to prevent some- 
thing more drastic, most companies affected 
by the measure paid the fees demanded 
The Buckeye company determined upon a 
test and started a law suit, which has been 
pending over two years without decision 

Meanwhile the state got busy and re 
vamped its corporation tax scheme through 
out. A state tax commission was appointed 
Several hundred millions have been added 
to the tax duplicate by the commission an 
the brunt of this tax burden “has been put 
upon corporations 

The latest valuation announced for thi 
Buckeye Pipe Line Company is $35,000,000 
Two years ago it was $4,985,570. The com 
pany’s fee to the state, which was $60,000 
a year, has been multiplied three times
